Three cabinet members who 
are trustees for the social secur- 
ity system reported yesterday 
that the old age insurance fund 
might go broke—or have 146 
billion dollars—by the end of 
the century. 

The trustees—Secretary of 
the Treasury George M. Hum- 
phrey, Secretary of Labor 
James P. Mitchell and Secretary 
of Welfare Oveta Culp Hobby— 
made the estimates in their an- 
nual report to Congress. 


Based on Revisions. 


The report was based on social 
security revisions last year 
which brought millions of new 
workers into the system and in- 
creased benefits. 

It said that about 9 out of 
every 10 workers are now cov- 
ered by the Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance trust fund, and 
that on June 30, 1954 about $20,- 
944,000,000 was on hand. This 
was mostly invested in govern- 
ment securities. 

Even at highest cost estimates, 
the' board said, the fund will 
continue to increase during the 
next five years, but after that, 
if benefit payments continue to 
go up at the “high cost” esti- 
mate, the fund will begin to 
diminish, with outgo bigger 
than income each year. This, 
the trustees estimated, would re- 
duce the fund to $14,510,000,000 
by 1990, and wipe it out en- 
tirely by 1995, unless measures 
were taken meanwhile to re- 
plenish it, or cut costs.

After Secretary of States 
Dulles fired him last Nov. 5, 
Davies protested that his signa- 
ture on such a separation re- 
lease amounted to a gag order. 
Back pay which was due him 
was held up while he and the 

department negotiated. 

In firing Davies, Dulles up- 
held the finding of a five-mem- 
ber hearing board that he had 
showed “lack of judgement, dis- 
cretion and reliability.” The 
secretary said no question of 
disloyalty was involved. 

Besides the $5779 in back pay, 

leave and quarters allowance 
which he collected yesterday, 
Davies has to his credit in the 
department $9964 which he has 
contributed toward a pension 
fund. 
The department has taken the 
position that he should be given 
this money, too, on the ground 
that his ouster before the legal 
retirement age makes him in- 
eligible for a pension. 

Davies contends, however, 
that he is eligible. Department 
officials said he filed yesterday 
a 21-page legal argument in sup- 
port of his position. They said 
that in view of this, repayment 
s| of his pension contributions was 
=| withheld pending consideration. 

Davies last served as coun- 
selor at the embassy in Lima, 
2| Peru. It is understood he plans 
to return there to live.

LONDON, April 14 (UP)— 
The Foreign Office announced 
last night that Queen Elizabeth 
II has signed the Paris defense 
treaties, and authorities ex- 
pressed hope that the five-year 
drive to rearm West Germany 
will be completed by May 1.

This base is 
described as the biggest and the 
best in China and was finished 
April 3, according to the de- 
fense ministry. 

Meanwhile, work continues on 
the rush job of remodeling the 
air base at Foochow, the capital 
of Fukien province only 40 miles 
west of the Nationalist-held Mat- 
su islands and 120 miles north- 
west of Formosa.

“It is a question of making

Nehru has attacked Indian 
Communism, accusing the left- 


wingers of being more con- 
cerned with the welfare of for- 
eign powers—specifically Soviet 
Russia and Red China — than 
with that of their own country. 

This change of. pace on 
Nehru’s part may have repercus- 
sions at Bandung. Some of his 
associates say he is ready to 
answer any challenge Premier 
Chou En-lai’s Peiping delegation 
may produce. 

Western observers here have 
watched with concern India’s 
support of many things called 
Communist. They have heard 
Nehru campaign for seating Red 
China in the United Nations, 
heard him blame the west for 
Indochina’s situation, listened to 
his attacks on Syngman Rhee 
and Chiang Kai-shek. 

But a change is showing up in 
the attitude of Nehru—and In- 
Communism will not work 
in India, Nehru has decided, and 
he has missed no opportunity to 
tell his people so in biting words. 

Pattern May Be. Changing 

These attacks, in which > 
and other Congress party leaders 
link Indian Communism to Red 
China and Soviet Russia, may 
indicate a change in the whole 
pattern of Nehru’s thinking.

“Nehru can’t attack Commu- 
nism at home without recogniz- 
ing its link with international 
Communism,” exp one for- 
eign observer. 

Nehru’s active campaign 
against Indian Communism dates 
from the recent Andhra state 
election battle in which Con- 
gress leaders campaigned vigor- 
ously on a strong anti-Commu- 
nist platform. The Communists 
were the main oppusition and 
the landslide Congress victory 
over leftwing candidates was 
generally credited to the fact its 
party campaigners for the first 
time portrayed the Communists 
as a foreign dominated group.

Rebutting a Rebuttal 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch has shown its 
usual fair play in printing the Ro- 
man Catholic rebuttal to its fine edi- 
torial of March 27, entitled “Bitter

.° The anti-reform members who now dominate 
the reorganized St. Louis Board of Education 
have lost no time in making g payment on their 
debt to the ward politicians of both parties who 
elected them, and in otherwise making it per- 
fectly clear just who is boss. | 


One of their first actions after taking th 
oath was to reverse the former Board’s indorse- 
ment of the “unit control” bill now pending in 
the Missouri Legislature. This measure would 
clip the wings of the Board’s Building Com- 
missioner, and bring his politics-ridden depart- 
ment under administrative control of the Super- 
intendent of Instruction. It would give St. Louis 
a school system basically like that fn every other 
district in the state. 

But since this just might jeopardize some of 
the 800 spoils-system johs in the Building de- 
partment the politicians want no part of it. They 
have been quite successful in strangling the bill 
in the Legislature, so there was no need to an- 
tagonize anyone by dealing with it in the School 
Board. | , 

Happily, however, the question of how the 
Board stood in the matter was raised by Daniel 
L. Schlafly, one of the holdover Blue Ribbon 
members. And since election.day is history, the 
Old Guard members no longer were under any 
obligation to equivocate. They stood up and were 
counted against unit control. 

Member Oscar A. Ehrhardt voted against his 
Old Guard colleagues in this matter, and for that 
he deserves credit.

Dr. Jonas Salk’s choice of the next medical 
milestone to work' toward offers an enlightening 
insight into the mind of the preventive doctor 
at work. The developer of the successful polio 
vaccine thinks the next target of preventive 
medieine should be mental disease. Its area, 
he says, is “one of the largest by far,” and there 
is a “particularly desperate need of quantitative 
measures that tell us precisely what we are 
dealing with.” 

This kind of creative scientific imagination 
should stimulate laymen’s thinking as well— 
and it will have a real chance to operate only 
if it does. If the means could be found to de- 
tect mental trouble in its incipiency, a multitude 
of problems would at the same time be sdlved 
or alleviated. Crime could be lessened, valuable 
lives could be salvaged, and the community 
could be spared much of the terrible burden of 
chronic \custody.

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Atomic Weapons and NATO 
One of the principal objects of last year's 
revision of the Atomic Energy Act was to relax 


security rules so that certain information about’ 


atomic weapons could be given to our European 
allies. This object has now been advanced an- 
other stage with President Eisenhower's an- 
nouncement of NATO adoption of a draft 
agreement governing the exchange of such in- 
formation. 

The United States does not intend to give 
even its allies information on actual weapons 
or on how to produce them. It does plan to 
make available data intended to aid the develop- 
ment of defense plans, training of personnel in 
the use of atomic weapans, and the evaluation 


_of atomic warfare capabilities by potential 


‘ 
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The NATO draft agreement is another re- 
‘minder of how closely our defense plans are 
tied up with atomic weapons. The tie-up is so 
complete, in fact, that it is a question how the 
United States can take part in the disarmament 
discussions now taking place, off and on, in 
London. If by some miracle the London con- 
ferees suddenly announced agreement on an 
acceptable disarmament plan covering both 
atomic and conventional. weapons, our NATO 


defense plans would have to be drastically ' 


revised. 


Perhaps in nominally supporting both atomic 
disarmament and a defense plan based on atomic 
weapons our leaders have a cynical hunch that 
nothing is going to come of the disarmament 
talk, ‘Maybe so. But if disarmament is remote, 
the day is rapidly approaching when the West’s 
atomic weapons power will be matched by Soviet 
atomic weapons power. What happens when this 
atomic stalemate is reached? Will a NATO 
defense based so completely on atomic weapons 
still be valid in that event? 
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A Start Must Be Made 


Most of the Southern states’ arguments in the 
Supreme Court school segregation cases appear 


to be aimed not at carrying out the Court's . 


opinion in an orderly way but at postponing 
as long as possible the day when the southern 
states face up to the opinion. 

We do not believe that these arguments rep- 
resent the true feelings of a majority of re- 
sponsible Southerners. In our opinion they 
represent the vague forebodings of politicians 
who are afraid to take any other attitude on the 
subject than the conventional one they have 
taken in the past. 
~The people of the southern states are loyal 
Americans and we are confident that the great 
majority of them want to behave like loyal 
Americans. They will carry out the terms of 
the school segregation decision if their poli- 
ticians give them a chance and if the problem 
is not complicated by extremist. behavior on 
either side. 

It is essential, however, that the Supreme 
Court fix a definite date for the beginning and 
completion of action to end segregation. There 
should be no doubt in anybody’s mind as to what 
the Court’s mandate is, whatever time and flex- 
ibility are permitted in carrying out that man- 
date. 

Other litigants before the Court do not claim 
the right to decide for themselves. whether to 
obey the Court’s decisions. There is no reason 
why school districts which have been practicing 
segregation should enjoy such a privilege. As 
loyal citizens of a constitutional government, the 
people of these districts have an unquestioned 
responsibility to obey the Court. The only ques- 
tion is how they are to do so. 

One simple and fair rule would be to decree 
that, beginning with the next. school term, all 
new students entering elementary or high school 
must be unsegregated. Local districts would 
have the option, of course, of applying the rule 
to other students if they wished: but at least all 
first-graders and all high school freshmen enter- 
ing school this year and hereafter would do so 
without racial discrimination. 

This would certainly be gradual. Roughly, it 
would mean that elementary schools would énd 
segregation over a period of six to eight years, 
and high schools over two to four years. Missouri 
has shown that a much faster pace is possible. 
We suspect that many southern districts, once 
they got into it, would voluntarily speed up their 
progress. The essential thing is to make a start. 
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For a Day in June 

Not only their constituents but all the people 
of Missouri owe a vote of thanks to members of 
the State Senate’s Elections Committee for re- 
porting out the bill to advance the Missouri 
primary date from August to June. This change 
‘to a more seasonable time. for the primary holds 
out the promise of increasing the participation 
of citizens in the pre-election sorting process 
when the all-important business of choosing 
nominees takes place. 


If the approving committee members deserve 
‘Missouri’s thanks, so do the sponsors of the bill 
deserve special appreciation. The four are two 
Democrats, Senators Pentland of St. Louis and 
Sawyers of St. Joseph, and two Republicans, 
Senators Davidson of Shrewsbury and Crain of 
Crestwood. 


These four legislators have put their names 


to a progressive, constructive proposal. As their 
party affiliation shows, the measure they spon- 
sor stands above party considerations. It is just 


as good for one party as for the other for pri- 
mary voting to be encouraged and facilitated. 

The bill for the June primary ought to pass 
the Senate in ample time for it to be called up 
and voted in the House. Enactment and ap- 
proval by the Governor would be a credit to 
both the Legislature and Mr. Donnelly.

The esteem in which the St. Louis County 
Library is held is well attested by the figures 
which show that county voters approved tax- 
rate increase proposals with 8-to-5 ratios. The 
increases voted April 5 will provide for construc- 
tion of branch libraries, enlargement of the main 
library and funds for general operations. The 
County Library has been serving approximately 
350,000 persohs in a 455-square-mile area from 
its rather small main building and two branches. 
With more ‘branches now assured, as well as 
more operating funds, it doubtless will be able 
to give much better service to old patrons and 
to attract many new users.

In 13 World rt = —, ee 
ments newly completed or under con- 
struction in Europe, North Africa and 
the Philippines, for which commissions 
totaling $299,540 have already been 
given, and in new federal buildings in 
this country, the sculpture is if any- 
thing a series of monuments to official 
esthetic numbness. 

In a world of 
change, federal 
sculpture is change- 
less. It is the same 
old, over - familiar 
dilution of the neo- 
Greek, the last pit- 
ifully weak showing 
of a onee.great 
force. 

Officials who 
give out govern- 
ment commissions 
are happy that 
sculptors are well 
paid. For “Buddies” 
and reliefs at 
Anzio, Paul Man- 
ship netted $45,000. 
For two horse- 
groups by James 
Earle Fraser and Omaha Beach, by 
Leo _ Friedlander, Dincld-Bokue 
respectively, at the 
Arlington Memorial Bridge Plaza in 
Washington, each sculptor made $107,- 
000. And for “Iwo Jima,” Felix deWel- 
don is said to have obtained clear, from 
a fund raised by the Marine Corps 
League; a-sum probably in excess of 
$350,000.

Sculptors vs. Sculptors 


The contemporary statue-maker {is 
technically proficient. Donald DeLue 
made dozens of maquettes for his St. 
Laurent figure (at the cemetery above 
Omaha Beach in Normandy) and 
worked during three years on the final 
selection. He regards his fee of $26,500 
as barely adequate. 


Between sculptors (mostly members 
of the tightly governed and mainly aca- 
demic group of sculptors who have 
formed the National Sculpture Society) 
who regularly get government commis- 
sions, and sculptors who do not, there 
is a complex mechanism of suave Wash- 
ington officialdom, with the Commis- 
sion of Fine Arts its central cog. 

This is the machinery by which s0 
many monumental sculptural errors are 
achieved. Agencies that choose the 


‘ architects—who usually serve the Neo- 


Classic tradition and who choose the 
sculptors—submit all plans to the Com- 
mission of Fine Arts for approval. In 
effect the commission, headed by David 
Finley, director of the National Gal- 
lery, has life-or-death jurisdiction over 
the design of federal buildings, except 
those of the Treasury and the Armed 
Services, and over battle monuments. 


Way Commission Functions 


Since its establishment by Congress 
in 1910, the commission has passed 
upon more than a thousand items, from 
the Lincoln Memorial to the installa- 
tion of a marker at a Spanish-American 
War memorial in Tampa. With mem- 
bers appointed by the President repre- 
senting architecture, sculpture, painting 
and landscaping, its powers are loose 
but vast. 

The commission is theoretically not 
responsible for the initial choice of 
architect on which hangs the choice of 
sculptor. Yet for World War II battle 
monuments, by far the largest recent 
federal artistic project, the Fine Arts 
Commission 
Monuments Commission (which does 
not pretend to know about art) that it 
retain as consulting architects a firm 
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suggested to the Battle . 


that is successor to a firm headed by a 
former commission member. Thus the 
matter was kept in the family. 
Approval is usually given to a one- 
third size maquette, after which the 
sculptor finishes a half-size plaster 
model, Full-size casting and carving in 
stone are customarily done by work- 
men abroad. British workmen carved 
the four stuffed-doll-like effigies of 


- service men by Wheeler Williams which 


stand against a wall in the Cambridge 
cemetery commemorating the missing 
dead. For the half-size plasters, Wil- 
liams’s fee was $20,540. 


That amazing statuary, paid for by 
public funds, publicly appears only when 
finished, and that none but insiders 
have known it was in process is not, 
officials feel, their fault. 

They explain patiently that Congress 
passes an appropriation bill for each 
battle monument. Open committee 
hearings may be held and anyone may 
appear and speak up. Actually the 
only sculptor-lobbyist to appear on Cap- 
itol Hill in a long time is Wheeler Wil- 
liams who recently tried, without suc- 
cess, to persuade Congressmen to ap- 
propriate more money for the decora- 
tion of public buildings. 


' PBS Works With CFA 


The Public Buildings Service works 
smoothly with the Commission of Fine 
Arts. Public. Buildings architects fre- 
quently design federal buildings and 
always submit plans by whatever archi- 
tects to the commission for approval. 
Sculptors (all must have security clear- 
ance to get federal work) who made 
plasters for assorted figures for the six 
federal buildings started by his office 
since the end of World War II are 
National Sculpture Society members 
Sidney Waugh, Joseph Kiselewski, Heinz 
Warneke, Edmond Amateis, Leo Fried- 
lander, Paul Jennewein and Edwin Rust. 

Jennewein’s trylon has a spectacular 
location before the new District Court- 
house in Washington. The trylon is a 
three-sided marble shaft with pinched 
corners. .Figures symbolizing. constitu- 
tional freedoms, carved on its sides by 


a workman, look like appliqued animal —

The other main agency through which 
sculpture is erected in Washington is 
the National Capital Parks division of 
the Department of the Interior. Its 
most dramatic recent acquisitions are 
those two horses at Arlington Bridge 
and “Iwo Jima.” 
pened within the family as its sculptor, 
Felix deWeldon, is the sculptor member 
of the Commission of Fine Arts. 


A Few Thorny Questions 


There is of course no guarantee that 
open competition would result in mean- 
ingful federal sculpture. Just what 
might take its place brings up questions. 

To what extent miust public taste be 
taken into account, since public funds 
are involved? What is public taste, 
anyhow, and how far has it been cor- 
rupted by ineffectual government sculp- 
ture? Isn’t there some suitable point 
in style between pseudo-Greek statuary 
and the avant-garde? Wouldn’t there 
be a public howl if abstract sculpture 
were to appear on Washington’s sedate 
streets or in a battle monument? 

The questions are thorny but, at the 
moment, largely academic. Except for 


‘three war memorials for which Con- 


gress has not yet been asked to appro- 
priate, there is almost no new money 
for federal sculpture. The damage has 
been done. The problem is how to 
avoid similar failures in the future.

Between Book Ends 


A Literary Survey 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF AMERICAN LITERARY 

CRITICISM, ed. by Floyd Stovall. (University of 

North Carolina Press, 262 pgs. $4.) | 

Although the number of books and 
articles devoted to analysis and evalua- 
tion of literature would suggest that 
more time today than is necessary is 
being devoted to criticizing than to cre- 
ating literature, this phenomenon is not 
peculiar to our times, according to 
Floyd Stovall of the University of North 
Carolina and general editor of a group 
of five significant essays on American 
literary criticism. 

For this generally successful exam- 
ination of the literary criticism of the 
last 150 years, five university -profes- 
sors have contributed scholarly surveys 
of important periods of literature. 

Most successful are the essays - by 
Richard H. Fogle, Robert P. Falk, and 
John H. Raleigh, who cover the time 
from 1840 to 1930, with each taking 
thirty years. Realizing that it is better 
to cover the major figures in enough 
detail to indicate what each literary 
critic’s position was, all three men in 
their remarks provide helpful commen- 
tary for any reader at all familiar with 
American literature. Judicious refer- 
ences to the major literary works pro- 
vide a frame for the survey of the criti- 
cism. In turn we have an interesting 
history of American literature through 
the analysis of the literary criticism. 


The part that nationalism and demo- 
cratic idealism played in the mid-nine- 
teenth century criticism becomes imme- 
diately intelligible when we think of 
the writings of Emerson, Whitman, and 
Melville. 

The critical defense of realism paral- 
lels the rise of the reputations of Twain, 
Howells, Jamies, Crane, Dreiser and 
Norris. The greater realism of this cen- 
tury’s novels, the renascence of poetry, 
the literature of revolt, and later the 
literature of disillusionment seem a part 
of the natural course of events when 
we read these essays. The authors of 
these summaries do not attempt to de- 
termine which came first, the criticism 
or the literature. However, only when 
meritorious literature was present did 
the criticism survive to influence later 
critics and authors. 
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Clearly apparent is that our major 
critics have been and are many of our 
major creative artists. Poe, Emerson, 
Whitman, Howells, James, Pound, Eliot, 
Ransom, Farrell and Warren, though 
dissimilar in their critical judgments 
and methods, are notable for their liter- 
ary criticism as well as for their cre- 
ative writing. Criticism to endure and 
to be effective needs contemporary lit- 
erature to exemplify the criticism. Con- 
sequently the neo-humanists Babbitt and 
More are being forgotten and the once 
vibrant H. L. Mencken seems spiteful. 
. This volume is a survey, and within 
{ts limits it is a successful book of value 
to anyone familiar with the major fig- 
ures in American literature. It does not 
try to.establish new theses or. account 
for American literature and its criti- 
cism.

The National Foundation for 

Infantile Paralysis said 1600 
monkeys were..due by the first’ 
of next week. Others will follow 
at the rate of about 800 a week 
for the rest of the year. 
- Kidneys from the rhesus mon- 
key were used in growing cul- 
ture for the vaccine. Kidneys 
from one monkey are sufficient 
to produce 2500 shots. 

New arrangements were made 
four days ago for the importa- 
tion of monkeys from India for 
the vaccine. The arrangements 
ended a month long bar on their 
exportation from India. 

Diplomats and scientists pre- 
vailed on India to lift the ex- 
port restrictions on monkeys for 
scientific purposes. 

On arrival in this country the 
monkeys are kept isolated for 
28 days and screened for ill- 
ness. Then they are shipped to 
laboratories where they are 
killed and their kidneys re- 
moved. Vaccine is prepared 
within 30 more days. 

The foundation supplies *mon- 
keys to four of the six pharma- 
ceutical firms making Salk vac- 
cine. Two other firms import 
their own monkeys. 

The foundation pays $3 each 
for monkeys from India but ship- 
ping costs and other expenses 
increase the cost to $30 per

Joe had been guaranteed 
$100,000 for his end of that 
match which was promoted by 
the International Boxing Club.

Heinrich said the immediate 
cause of such earthquakes is the 
breaking of rocks undér stress 
in the process called faulting. A 
fault is a break or crack in 
which there is movement, or 
shearing, of one rock surface 
relative to the other along the 
line of the break. 

Geologists have not learned 
the ultimate cause of these 
movements, Heinrich added, but 
they are *considered to be part 
of the adjustment that takes 
place as the earth’s crust cools 
and shrinks. 

In addition to the St. Louis- 
Cairo zone of weakness, Hein- 
rich described two other zones 
that produce tremors affecting 
this area. They are the New 
Madrid fault zone, running 
from Memphis to Cairo and con- 
tinuing northeast in weaker 
form, and the so-called Nemaha 
zone running almost due north 
from Oklahoma City to Omaha, 
Nebr. 

Heinrich said the New Madrid 
zone, which produced the great 
New Madrid earthquake of 
1811-1812, was the major one 
for this region. What is appar- 
ently a continuation of the same 
fault line extends on from Cairo 
to Vincennes, Ind., picks up in 
Ohio and goes on into the St. 
Lawrence ‘river valley. 

“The New Madrid zone and 
the Cairo-St. Louis zone are 
almost at right angles,” Heinrich 
said. “They form a sort of 
Y-shaped figure with its center 
at Cairo.” 

The St. Louis University geo- 
physicist, who has charge of the 
institution’s seismograph for re- 
cording earth shocks, said the

ID YOU ever stop to consider the way in which custards can be all things to all menus? A 
simple baked custard frequently appears in the diet of a young child or a convalescent, yet 


Originally an English dish, 
French chefs took the custard 
to their hearts and perfected it 
into the cremes for which they 
have become justly famous.. 

Baked or “boiled” (a mis- 
nomer, since this mixture of 
eggs, milk and sugar must never 
be boiled), the custard appears 
in many guises. It may be 
molded into fanciful forms, it 
may appear as the filling for 
a pie, it may be used in endless 
combinations with fruits and 
sauces. Given a few basic 
recipes, any ingenious cook can 
come up with a half dozen 
variations of her own. 

Just follow two simple rules, 
and you can be assured of a 
perfect custard every time. Use 
low cooking temperatures and 
cook until done, not one second 
longer. If you have had diffi- 
culty in preparing delicate cus- 
tards, chances are you have 
—_ breaking one of these 

es. 


Milk, eggs and flavoring are, 
of course, the basic ingredients. 
The mixing process is simple. 
Baked custards are baked in a 
moderate oven, and the custard 
cups are set in a pan of water 
to keep the cooking process 
slow. When the eustard is done, 
a silver knife inserted in the 
center will come out clean. Re- 
member, do not over-cook. 


When using glass or pottery 
custard cups, the custard should 
be taken out of the oven a 
little sooner as these materials 
hold the heat and the custard 
will continue to cook for a 
short time after it comes from 
the oven. - Y 


Soft custards made in the 
double boiler should be ‘cooked 
over simmering (not boiling) wa- 
ter. And do not continue cook- 
ing after the custard coats the 
spoon. If you don’t heed this 
warning, the custard may curdle 
or separate. 
When cooking is completed, 
put the top of the double boiler 
in cold water to cool the cus- 
tard quickly, and stir occasion- 
ally. 

Baked Custard. 
Two eggs or four egg yolks. | 
One-fourth cup sugar. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Two cups scalded milk. 
One-half teaspoon vanilla. 
Beat eggs slightly, add sugar 
and salt. Add hot milk gradually, 
stirring constantly. Add vanilla. 
Pour into six baking dishes 
and set in a pan of hot water. 
Bake in a moderate oven, 350 
degrees, for about 25 to 30 min- 
lites, or until a silver knife in- 
serted in the center comes out 
clean. 
Allow about 35 minutes for 
baking one large custard. Yield: 
six servings.

Baked Custard With Variations. 
Carmelized sugar, spice drops, 
sliced pecans or walnuts. 
Four or five eggs. 
One-half cup sugar. 
Few grains salt. 
One quart milk, scalded. 
Butter eight custard cups and 
place a tablespoon of carmelized 
sugar, a few spice drops, or 
sliced nuts in bottom of each. 
Beat eggs slightly (if custards 
are to be unmolded use five 
eggs), add sugar and salt. Add 
hot milk gradually, stirring con- 
stantly. 
Strain mixture and pour into 
custard cups. Set cups in hot 
water and bake in a moderate 
oven, 350 degrees, for about 35 
minutes or until a silver knife 
inserted in the center comes out 
clean. 

Serve custards warm or cold, 
in cups or unmolded, as desired. 
Yield: eight servings.

IN RADIO, TV FIELDS 


Chairman Says Investigation Soavies Measures Delayed 


Will Cover All Phases 
of Both Media. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (UP) 


BILLS RUNINTO SNAG 


After De te Drags. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, (AP)—A 


—The Federal Communications | parliamentary snag has delayed 


Commission plans to investigate 
the entire field of television and 
radio broadcasting including ad- 
vertisers, talent agencies and 
sponsors, it was disclosed yes- 
terday. 

The proposed inquiry. was re- 
vealed by the FCC Chairman 
George McConnaughey in testi- 
mony before the House Com- 
merce Committee. The FCC 
chairman gives the committee an 
outline of the commission's 
problems every year. 

McConnaughey had said that 
the time has.come for an inves- 
tigation of the broadcasting 
“looking toward the possibility 
of monopoly and all the other 
elements that go into the net- 
work situation.” 

‘- He made clear that the FCC 
would go ahead with the in- 
quiry if Congress provides the 
funds. The Senate still must 
act on a House-approved bill to 
provide $80,000 for the purpose. 

Prospect of Third Network. 

Committee Chairman J. Percy 
Priest (Dem.), Tennessee, asked 
McConnaughey if there is any 
prospect for another major tele- 
vision network in the near fu- 
ture. 

McConnaughey replied that 
he is a “greenhorn,” since he 
has been chairman only six 
months, but he believes the 
American Broadcasting Co. sys- 
tem is “definittly on the up- 
turn” and soon. will be a third 
major network with NBC and 
CBS. 

““Maybe,” he added, “a fourth 
major network might develop.” 

MecConnaughey. also sought 
Congressional authority to rap 
the knuckles of small broadcast- 
ers who break FCC rules. He 
said “interference” from such 
broadcasts is one of the com- 
mission’s most pressing prob- 
lems. 

He specifically asked for au- 
thority to levy a small fine for 
violations of FCC policing rules 
for the air waves. The FCC’s 
present power to revoke licenses 
in such situations is too severe, 
he said. 

To Introduce Legislation. 

Priest said he would introduce 
the - requested..legislation in a 
few days. 

McConnaughey said the net- 
work investigation is intended as 
a “comprehensive study of the 
economics and operations of the 
broadcasting industry as a 
whole.” He said the study should 
be made in co-operation with the 
Senate Commerce Committee 
which has started its own in- 


quiry. 

It will mot be confined to the 
networks’ themselves, he said, 
but will cover “the role of the 
advertising and talent agencies, 
the sponsors, the film producers 
and distributors and other non- 
network organizations.” 

McConnaughey previously 
pointed ‘out that the FCC does 
mot now regulate the content of 
programs. He also said “regula- 
tion of programming ..- should 
not be a function” of the agency.

One of the bills authored by 
Senator Paul Broyles (Rep.), 
Mount Vernon, would require 
non-Communist oaths of public 
employes, under penalty of dis- 

missal for refusal to give the 
oath. 

The second would outlaw the 
Communist party and make 
membership in a long list of 
other organizations defined as 
subversive punishable by prison 
sentences and fines. 

Broyles led off testimony in 
favor of the measures, declar- 
ing the oath bill requires public 
employes to say “I’m not a 
traitor to America.” The second 
bill, he said, outlawed the Com- 
munists “not as a party but as 
a conspiracy.” 

John Lightenberg of Chicago, 
representing the Illinois Fed- 
eration of Teachers, was one of 
six witnesses who appeared in 
opposition. 

Lightenberg questioned the 
need for the legislation and said 
that “even when the need for 
these laws is admitted, the in- 
nocent will suffer while the 
guilty escape.” 

John T. Bernard of Chicago, 
chairman of the Civil Rights 
Congress of Illinois, who sought 
to appear in opposition, was 
escorted from the chamber by 
the sergeant-at-arms on the or- 
der of the committee after he 
refused to say if he was a Com- 
munist party member. 


SPRING BEST TIME 
TO CATCH AND EAT 
ILLINOIS SUCKERS 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 14 
(AP)—If you are going to fish 
for suckers in Illinois, the rec- 
ommended time is spring when 
their flesh is tastiest. 

Illinois’s western neighbors, 
Missouri and fowa, Say through 
fish agents that now is the time 
to find suckers easy to catch 
and the time when they are 
flavorful. 

Meanwhile, Illinois has classed 
the suckers as “rough fish” 
along with carp, buffalo, gar and 
dogfish. These fish may be 
speared, gigged or pitchforked 
right now in the Southern and 
Central zones and in the North- 
ern zone starting May 1. Hook 
and line may be used also. 

The white sucker is the va- 
riety usually caught in the Mid- 
west. Early in the spring, this 
fish looks for stony shallows to 
spawn in. 

It’s a worm eater, but has a 
small mouth unsuited for large 
hooks or whole nightcrawlers. 
A size 8 or 10 hook and a small 
worm or a portion of a large 
one are best. 

Missouri permits suckers to 
be “grabbed,” that ‘it, hooked by 
one of a gang of hooks drawn 
through the water on the end 
of a pole. This practice is for- 
bidden in Illinois.

Meanwhi:: Northern California 
legislators in Sacramento may 
be quick to capitalize on the 
North’s. victory over the South, 
further adding to Long Beach's 
dismal defeat. Since Long Beach 
cannot use its accumulated oil 
treasury, these legislators would 
take it away entirely and devote 
it to the financing of statewide 
water programs, including the 
gigantic Feather River project. 

The oil-for-water bills already 
have been introduced at Sacra- 
mento by Assemblymen Bruce F. 
Allen (Rep.), 
Francis C. 
Loomis.

A Little Card ‘That 
Goes Long Distance 


By Dickson Terry 


T’S REALLY perfectly simple. Take, for instance, 
the card translator. This is a machine with about 
a million wires and several hundred transitors. 
They have a dozen of these translators, and each one 
holds more than a thousand metal cards. The metal 
cards have combinations of holes punched in them— 
148 holes in all. Each card represents a city. The 
arrangement of the holes is the code for that city. 


When all the cards are lined up, a strong beam . 


of light passes through the holes. But when a long- 
distance call is dialed into the machinery, it causes 
one ar more of these cards to drop maybe a fraction 
of an inch. This slight shift in position interrupts 
the light beam through some of the holes, but allows 
it to pass through others. The beams that get through 
tell the equipment which route your call must take 
to reach the city you're calling. 

That’s just part of what takes place automatically 
in the $8,000,000 worth of equipment which has been 
installed by Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. and 
the Long Lines Division of American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. to enable you to make a long distance 
call to just about anywhere in the United States in 
a matter of seconds. 

It’s called Operator. Long Distance Dialing, and it 
goes into effect at 1 o’clock Sunday morning. St. 
Louis is the national center for the entire long- 
distance dialing network for = United States and 
Canada.

CONTRARY to what many people think, this oe. 
S service doesn’t mean that you can pick up your tele- 
& phone at home and dial a number in New York. You 
& still dial the long-distance operator and give her the

number, which is perhaps the most time-consuming 
part of the whole deal. The various components of 
the mechanical brain which bas been put together 
at 2654 Locust street take the number in hand, so to 
speak, and immediately all sorts of things begin to 
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happen. Within five to eight seconds, 20 séconds at- 


a maximum, the machinery will have rung the tele- 
phone of the party you are calling. 

The operator who receives your number has an 
assortment of keys in front of her something like the 
keys on an adding machine. The first three numbers 
she punches will be the code number for the area to 
which the call goes. The whole country has been 
divided up into areas, each with its three-digit num- 
ber. Missouri has three such areas. St. Louis is in 
area 314, in case you want to make a note of it. 

She then punches out the telephone number you 
are What follows can best be described as 
a whirr and a few clicks and electronics does the rest. 
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ALTHOUGH we watched it in operation, don’t 
expect us to explain it, even though G. A. Simmons, 
maintenance supervisor in charge of testing the equip- 
ment, did his best to make it clear. 

The impulses set in motion by the operator when 
she punches out the number go to the sender. The 
sender listens, registers the tones and remembers 
them. It calls another device known as the marker. 
The marker picks up the first three tones and. is 
already selecting a clear path to the city being called, 
even before the operator has finished punching the 
ne number. 

e marker selects a clear circuit to the city being 


called. If the most direct circuit is busy, the marker 


& will leave you with this thought — the first long 
» distance telephone call was made in 1876 between 
"Boston and Salem, a distance of 16 miles, and it took 
23 minutes to make the connection. 


and the card translator, believe it or not, will select 
an alternative route through other towns to get the 
call through. If the second route is busy, it will try 
a third and a fourth, if necessary, until it finds an 
open path and completes the call. As n as it has 
found a route for a call, it disengages - lf, and goes 
to work on another call. Honest! 
And all this is done in less time thar it took you 
to read this sentence. 
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TO GIVE YOU AN EXAMPLE, suppose you. were 
calling from Key West. The direct route would be 
by way of Atlanta. If that circuit is busy, the ma- 
chine tests New Orleans, From New Orleans it would 
go to Miami and then to Key West. Not only that, 
but thig all takes place so smoothly and quickly, you 
don’t knéw-anything about it. 

To give another example of how swiftly the system 
works, when a number is dialed and the sender gives 
the information to the marker, which in turn sends 
out signals to make a coded card in the card trans- 
lator drop, which changes light waves into electrical 
waves thus operating switching equipment in the 
telephone network, well, the dropping of the card, 


* reading the light pattern which results, and restoring 
«.the card to its normal position, requires only about 


one-third of a second.

| Dr. Salk--Right Man for Right Job 


| ' Developer of Polio Vaccine Neafly Became Lawyer Before Turning to Medicine

ANN ARBOR, Mich., | 
April 14 (INS). 


R. JONAS E. SALK is shar- 

ing his great moment in his- 

tory with the woman and 
three boys who call him “Dad.” 
Lovely, dark-haired Donna Salk 
and the three Salk sons were 
more than just a proud family 
as a waiting world Tuesday 
heard the Salk polio vaccine 
hailed as a new medical miracle. 


Long before the vaccine was 
used in last summer’s mass test, 
Mrs. Salk and the boys—Peter, 
11; Darrell, 8, and Jonathan, 5 
—were.among the first human. 
volunteers to test the new dis- 
covery. 

They never for a moment 
doubted that “Dad” was “the 
right man in the right place at 
the right time’ to forge the 
long-awaited weapon against 
the dreaded paralytic polio. 

It was typical of Dr. Salk’s 
quiet confidence in his new vac- 
cine that he personally admin- 
istered the test injections to his 
‘own family. 

It is typical of the man that 
he now shares his hour of tri- 
umph with his devoted family 
and pays glowing tributes to 
the hundreds of other scientists 
and human volunteers. 


Who is this man whose name 
suddenly has taken a place 
alongside such medical greats of 
history as Ehrlich and Pasteur? 
What is his magic formula? 


amonas Salk is the son of a 
garment worker who grew up 
on the crowded streets of New 
York City’s middle-class East 
Bronx. He almost became a 
lawyer. 


He has absolutely no illusions 
about his success. If he has any 
formula at all, it can be summed 
up in two short words: “Hard 
work.” 

From before dawn until after 
dusk this 40-year-old scientist 
has driven himself for years in 
the laboratory of the University 
of Pittsburgh medical school to 
develop the polio. vaccine that 
will forever bear his name. 

He belongs to no clubs or 
fraternal groups. He evades 
visitors, not because he is anti- 
social but because of his convic- 
tion that “every minute must be 
channeled into the fight against 
polio.” 

Only by cutting all social ties 
has he been able to see his fam- 
ily at all; One of the few times 
he interrupted his 18-to-20 hour 
work day to see his family was 
when he gave them the test 
Shots of his “killed” virus vac-~ 
cine. 

To be with his wife and sons 
here Tuesday was a special oc- 
casion, and he made ‘the most of 
it. His usual reserve thawed 
under the warmth of the Ann 
Arbor reception by some of the 
nation’s greatest mames in sci- 
ence. 

Smiling and proud, Dr. Salk 
posed with his pretty wife and 
the boys, unruffled even by the 
“just one more” cries of the 
photographers, 
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HE quiet-spoken, intense sci- 

entist shies from public ora- 

tory, but is quick to speak up 
when it’ is suggested that the 
Salk serum came as a “surprise” 
or resulted from some medical 
wizardry. 

The vaccine, he explains, is 
the end-product of a series of 
events over a long period—not 
a one-man job. A staff of more 
than 50 worked closely with 
Dr. Salk at Pittsburgh’s virus 
research laboratory. The funds 
were provided largely by the 
National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis through public 
“March of Dimes” contributions. 

“It didn’t come as any sur- 
prise because it was well-found- 
ed theoretically,” Dr. Salk says. 


= “It was something that was to 


be expected.” 

Two years ago when Dr. Salk 
inoculated the first human he 
was confident that the resultant 
blood studies would produce the 
necessary information for the 
final, effective serum. Since 
then he h&s spent more sleep- 
less nights than usual—has clos- 
eted himself even more in his 
isolated laboratory with his ad- 
miring, devoted collzagues. 

“It is inspiring to work with 
him,” one of his colleagues said. 
“He drives himself, not us.” 

But Dr. Salk’s friends say it 
is not fair to call him a “ma- 
chine-liké man.” He would love 
to spend more time with| his 
family, particularly boating and 
swimming at the family summer 
cottage on Lake Erie. He likes 
sports and serious music. But 
since he began his quest for the 
effective polio weapon, he ad- 
mits that his hobbies have nar- 
rowed to “my work.”

And a very deter- 
mined right man. 


But the Salk story almost did 
not happen. After he changed 
his mind about: becoming a 
lawyer, he seriously considered 
a career in dentistry, but fin- 
ally went to medical school at 
New York University. 


There was certainly nothing 
spectacular about the _ early 
Jonas.

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groups of scientists in three dif- 
ferent places Mad set the stage 
for the final work. In 1949, Dr. 
John F. Enders and two asso- 
ciates at Harvard found a method 
of growing polio virus which 
opened the: door to producing 
vaccine in test tubes. 


Dr. Enders and his colleagues, 
Dr. Thomas H. Weller and Fred- 
erick C. Robbins; won the Nobel 
Prize in medicine and physiol- 
ogy last year for this Work. 


Then in 1952, Drs. Dorothy 
Horstmann of Yale University 
and David Bodian of Johns Hop- 
kins Univetsity found polio virus 
traveled in the bloodstreams. of 
monkeys. This suggested that 
one way to prevent the disease 
might be to build up antibodies 
in the blood—the body’s natural 
virus fighting defense—to at- 
tack the invading virus. 


During the four years prior to 
1952, two other Johns Hopkins 


‘doctors—Howard A. Howe and 


Isabel Morgan—had demonstrat- 
ed that polio virus “killed” or 
“inactivated” with the chemical 
formalin could stimulate the 
production of antibodies with- 
out provoking the disease. 


It was at this point that Dr. 
Salk ‘and his Pittsburgh. staff 
stepped in. They blended all 
three developments with their 
own knowledge and exhaustive 
experiments. The result; the 
Salk serum.

There was never time 
for thought of possible failure.

Soundproofing Floors and Ceil- 
ings. 


S we've said before, it’s a lot 

easier to make a noise in the 

home than it is to hush the 
sound once it’s made. For exam- 
ple, a small child walking across 
an ordinary floor can be the 
reason for plenty of noise in the 
rooms below. 


Actually it isn’t all the fault 
of the child. It’s because the 
floor and floor structure act as 
a sounding board and amplify 
and carry even tRe lightest little 
footstep. This can cause a lot of 
headaches especially when attics 
are refinished off-into additional 
bedrooms. 


The best way to treat an n attic 
floor to prevent it carrying sound 
is to first cover the rough sub- 
floor boards with sheets of com- 
position board. The thickness of 
these boards can be about 4s 
inches. Composition board is 
made out of wood or vegetable 
fibers and is pretty good for 
deadening sound. 

Of course, you can’t lay any 
sort of hardsurfaced flooring 
over this composition board so 
it must be covered With some- 
thing rigid such as plywood or 
hardboard. 

Once this is iri place you can 
go ahead and apply linolétm, 
asphalt tile, subber tile, plastic 
tile or similar floorings and 
you'll end up with a floor that 
won't transmit sound very easily. 

The other side of the coin is 
where noises in the rooms below 
come up through the attic floor 
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to cause a disturbance. Here the 
best solution is to apply 1 by 3 
inch furring strips over the 
ceilings of the room below and 
then apply an acoustical tile 
over the furring strips. Remem- 
ber that when it comes to deal- 
ing with noises, you want to al- 
ways try and absorb the sound 
or deaden it in the room or area 
where it originates.

She was helped to 
realize how quickly he adjusted, once she got out of the 
way, by watching him through a one-way vision screen in 
the nursery, which allowed her to observe him without, 
being seen. 
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NHE TEACHERS explained to Henry’s mother that 
Henry’s fuss at parting might continue for a number of 
reasons which should be of no deep concern to her, He 
is a child highly patterned in behavior, and the pattern of 
resistance is one which often persists even after the need 
for it is gone. Some children may continue dramatic part- 
ing scenes, even though they enjoy themselves after the 
separation, because the contest of wills with their parents 
is a source of pleasure to them. Often they enjoy the atten- 
tion that their resistance brings. 

At other times the crying may merely:be the expres- 
sion of the tension a child naturally feels in facing a new 
situation. Consistently calm and loving behavior shown to 
him at parting, and a happy experience with teachers and 
children at school finally establishes a new, pattern. And 
such a child finally becomes able to separate from his 
mother without tears or turmoil. 


He's America’s Only Concert Fiddler 


Robert Beers, Former Kirkwood Resident, Will Play His First St. Louis Concert Tonight

HE music of the old time 

fiddler has been all but lost 

in modern times. People 
hear dhe hillbilly “pop” tunes, 
the background of fiddle-type 
chords on commercialized West- 
ern radio shows, and. assume 
that this is an outgrowth of 
genuine folk music when actual- 
ly it bears no more resemblance 
to the real thing than Li'l Abner 
does to Davy Crockett. 


Robert Beers knew better. He 
had heard folk tunes fiddled by 
his grandfather, George Sulli- 
van, and he knew that comin’ 
round the mountain music 
would never take the place of 
the haunting strains of “Shamus 
O’Brien, Why Don’t You Come 
Home?” or “The High Wind 
That Blew the Low Post Down.” 
Although his training and back- 
ground qualified him to become 
a conventional concert artist 
playing conventional classics, he 
— he had a mission to ful- 


That is how Beers, formerly 
of Kirkwood and now of Billings, 
Mont., became America’s only 
concert fiddler. 


Tonight he'll play his first 
St. Louis concert at Sheldon 
Memorial. He and his accom- 


panist, Frank Lanaghan, have 


been, rehearsing at the Beers 
family home, 307 West Big Bend 
boulevard, and between demon- 
strations he explained some of 
the finer points of the fiddling 
art to us. 


Fiddling, he contends, can be 
compared to the “bright. say- 
ings” of children. 

“A child in his simple way 
can often make a statement of 
surprising depth and clarity,” he 
points out. “The adult with his 
vastly superior vocabulary some- 


times wonders, ‘Now why 
couldn’t I have said it that 
way?’ 

“Actually the fiddler, the 


humble player of folk music, is 
only a child in the musical 
scheme of things. Yet, despite 
his simplicity, he often expresses 
himself with an eloquence that 
cannot be surpassed, even by his 
intellectual superiors. Anyone 
who has studied the music of 
Brahms, Liszt, Grieg, Korsakov, 
even Bach and Beethoven, knows 
he’ tremendous respect these 
great men held for the folk 
player.” 

Fiddling, Beers explains, is the 
primitive or natural art of play- 
ing the violin and the

dler Grandpa’ Sullivan, began 
when Beers was seven years old. 

“We lived in Pennsylvania at 
the time and there was a travel- 
ing instructor who'd come 
through town one a week on the 
bus and give lessons,” he said. 
“Then we moved to Joliet (Il) 
and I studied at Joliet Music 
College. We moved here in 
1935 and I studied af Kirkwood 

igh School with Burton Isaac 
and with Mme. Roelke, a private 
teacher.” 
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HILE he was still in high 
W seroot Beers played in the 
Junior Philharmonic Orches- 
tra. He then went to Northwest- 
ern University’s school of music 
and in 1944, a year before he 
graduated, he came back and 
married Evelyne Andersen, “‘the 
prettiest girl in choir of First 
Presbyterian Church.” This 
turned out to be one of the 
Smartest things he ever did. 
Not only did his wife help him 
run a beekeeping business to put 
him through school but. after he 
had graduated, she became a 
kind of combination helpmate, 
partner and business manager. 
While most of his classmates 
were heading east, they decided 
their best chances were in the 
West, so Beers applied for a 
teaching job and found one at 
Lewistown, Mont. Evelyne mean- 
while combined motherhood (by 
this time they had their little 
girl, Martha) and a job as a 
Government telephone operator. 


When they could afford to leave, 


the full time teaching job, for 
part-time private teaching, they 
moved to Billings. 

“We knew all along we wanted 
to get started on this project,” 
Mrs. Beers says, “but you don’t 
just get started without hard 
work and preparation. Bob had 
been making the preparations, 
working up a program, finding 
an accompanist. It also takes 
time to secure concerts and usu- 
ally you have to work through 
an agent. We decided to keep it 
in the family since no one knows 
better than I do what Bob is

trying to do, so we saved up 
enough money for me to take a 
trip to get concert dates. Even 
Bob was a little unsure at first 
but in my first two days out I 
booked two concerts.” 


“Our biggest fear,” Beers says, . 


“was that we might be snubbed 
by some of the more shall-we- 
say cultured classes of music 
lovers. Fortunately, we found 
them very receptive and respon- 
sive. This year we played at 
Montana State U. on their con- 
cert series which featured all 
folk artists.”

IKEABBE mannered, ruddy

spends much of his time visit- 
ing around small communities, 
talking to local fiddlers, and do- 
ing research on his art. 

“It’s difficult to do research 
on fiddling because it’s been 
neglected in some places, com- 
mercialized in others,” he says. 
“You have to find the old timers 


and talk to them and find out 
where they got their tunes. Usu- 
ally you find they’re playing 
something that’s khown under 
half a dozen names. For instance 
there’s ‘Scotchman’s' Fancy’ 
which is known as “The Hickory 
Nickle’ and ‘The Soldier’s Joy.’ 
And ‘Watermelon on the Vine’ 
which is an Irish tune popular- 
ized by Germans and named in 
our own: South. 


“Some fiddlers such as Grand- 
pa Sullivan made up tunes and 
they were never written down. 
He had a friend named Dell who 
played an original melody and 
every now and then Grandpa 
would say, ‘Let’s play Old Dell’s 
Waltz,’ and that’s how it came 
to be named.” 


There are national differences 
in fiddling styles as Beers likes 
to illustrate in his program 
which includes Spanish, Italian, 
Irish, Danish, German, and even 
an Acadian folk tune.

South could have done him- 
self some good by declining to 
ruff the second diamond but he 
elected to ruff with the 10, then 
to lead a spade to the queen. 
(He intended, of course, to take 
successive trump finesses.) East 
made a fine play at this junc- 
ture: he refused to ruff, and 
threw off a club. 


Not too alarmed over the 
spade situation, South now led 
a trump to his own jack. (He 
was convinced East's failure to 
ruff the spade indicated East 
had very good trumps.) West 
took the trick with the lone 
queen and, wisely reasoning 
that if East didn’t want to ruff 
spades he shouldn’t be forced 
to do so, continued with the 
only defense that had any 
chance: he led still another dia- 
mond, cheerfully giving South 
a ruff-and-discard chance. 


This type of defense often con- 
fuses non-expert declarers; they 
can’t figure out whether to ruff 
with their own trump or dum- 
my’s. Here the correct counter- 
move was to trump the third dia- 
mond on the board, then to lead 
black cards until East ruffed, all 
of which would have let declarer 
pick up East’s last two trumps, 
the K-5, with the loss of only 
three tricks, but South actually 
trumped the third diamond in 


his hand, and was helpless.

Salmon Loaf 

Ingredients: One and one-half 
cups liquefied instant nonfat 
dry milk, one-fourth cup flour, 
one teaspoon salt, two cans 
(seven and one-half ounces each) 
salmon (drained), two table- 
spoons lemon juice, one-half 
cup finely diced celery, two 
tablespoons minced chives, one 
egg (slightly beaten), one cup 
fine dry preed crumbs. 

Method: Pour liquiefied non- 
fat dry milk into top of double 
boiler. Sprinkle flour and salt 
over surface. Beat with rotary 
beater until just blended. Cook 
over hot water, stirring con- 
stantly, until thickened, Turn 
drained salmon into mixing 
bowl; remove bones and skin; 
flake. Add lemon juice, celery, 
chives, egg and bread crumbs to 
salmon; mix. Stir in white 
sauce. Turn into greased loaf 
pan (844 by 5% by 2% inches). 
Bake in moderate (350 degrees) 
oven .about 30 minutes or until 
lightly browned. Turn out of 
pan. Serve with lemon wedges.
